Bosnian Muslims reject the plan, fearing it 
would leave them in landlocked pockets 
squeezed between hostile Serb and Croat 
regions that eventually would unite with Serbia 
and Croatia. 

The Bosnian government's collective presiden- 
cy met for a third straight day behind closed 
doors, apparently to discuss the partition plan 
and its position at peace talks in Geneva.

Growth spurt 
causes phone 
service delay

An unexpected growth spurt 
in Utah County may force resi- 
dents to wait two months to 
establish new residential phone 
service. 

US WEST is frantically trying 
to keep up with the pace of the 
growing phone service needs 
because it did not anticipate 
this year’s growth. 

“Our crews are working 70 
hours a week, and we’ve 

| brought in crews from out of 
state,” said Steve Linton, com- 
munity affairs manager at US 
WEST. “We've also done some 
outside contracting, but we’re 
still running behind. 

“The local economy is outpac- 
ing the nation’s economy,” he 
said. “Interest rates fell, creat- 
ing a boom in construction that 
we couldn’t have forecast.” 

“As you know, growth in Utah 
County far exceeds projections,” 
said Carl McKay, manager over 
engineering construction for US 
WEST. “That makes things dif- 
ficult.” 

Linton said the best way to 
prevent the inconvenience of 
not having service is to let the 
phone company know as soon as 
you .know when you will be 
moving into the new residence. 

Utah County realtors are also 
making clients more aware of 
the situation. 

“I advise all my clients, as 
soon as I know the closing date, 
to sign up for service with the 
phone company,” said Norma 
Anderson, a sales representa- 
tive at Mansell and Associates. 

Developers such as Panda 
Homes and Osmond Realty do 
not know what more they can 
do to help home buyers with the 
problem.

Math tops ‘F’ list 


Course structure changed in response

Although Math 100 was failed by 
the largest percentage of students 
of any BYU class in Fall 1992, 
changes in the course’s structure 
make things look less dismal for 
future Math 100 pupils. 

Twenty-one percent, or approxi- 
mately 50 of the 419 students who 
enrolled in the class last fall, 
received a failing grade. 

Jacqueline Taylor-Ortega, assis- 
tant chair of Mathematics, said the 
restructuring of the class probably 
resulted in a much higher success 
rate the following semester. 

Taylor-Ortega said she believed 
many students experience a diffi- 
cult time.in Math 100 because they 
generally haven’t had a successful 
experience in mathematics and 
subsequently look at the class more 
as a requirement than an experi- 
ence. 

“If there has been an improve- 
ment, it’s because the students 
were in contact with a person who 
was responsible for them,” Taylor- 
Ortega said. 

Taylor-Ortega added that classes 
such as philosophy or other similar 
courses have expected students to 
participate in class, while mathe- 
matics classes, until recently, 
haven’t had open discussions as 
part of the curriculum. 

The Math 100 class was formerly 
structured without lectures, help 
sessions were optional and stu- 
dents came into the lab to do their 
homework. Taylor-Ortega said the 
class was more of a self-study class. 

After the restructuring, classes 
were reduced to 15 students, the 
most qualified instructors were 
selected, students were required to 
watch videotapes and take notes 
from them and their ‘mentor’ 
instructors were more accessible. 

Fitness for Living had the second 
highest fail rate. More than 10 per- 
cent of the students who took PE- 
129 failed the class last fall.

“T was a little surprised to hear 
the percentage was so high, 
because there aren’t difficult con- 
cepts to learn in this course,” said 
Elmo S. Roundy, dean of the 
College of Physical Education. 

“This course is built on individual 
activity, and if a student doesn’t 
fulfill the contract which they 
make at the beginning of the 
semester, then they don’t pass,” he 
said. 

Roundy said the department is 
working on a new two-credit class 
which combines the regular fitness 
class with a health class, with an 
instructor and a different approach 
to teaching. 

The next highest fail rate for Fall 
1992 was Physics 121 with an 8 
percent fail rate. 

Zoology 260, Physical Science 100 
and Economics 110 all had a 7 per- | 
cent fail rate. 

Several professors believe stu- 
dents at BYU who fail classes don’t 
put forth enough effort and need to 
rearrange their priorities. 

Emory O. Sonderegger taught 
both sections of the Accounting 200 
class and believes many students 
didn’t drop his class because they 
didn’t want to lose Pell Grant 
funds, which resulted in‘a high fail 
rate. 

“It’s a required course a a large 
number of majors,” he said. 

Although he doesn’t believe his 
class is any more difficult than 
other accounting classes, he does 
believe accounting classes in gener- 
al are more difficult than many 
other classes at BYU. 

Sonderegger said it’s not difficult 
to get the minimum requirement of 
a C- in his class. 

“Failure is not a reflection of their 
inability to do what is expected of 
them but is a matter of personal 
choice or circumstances that make 
it so that they do not do the neces- 
sary work,” said Jae R. Ballif, a 
physics and astronomy professor.

Federal judge nominated to head FBI 


| WASHINGTON — President Clinton tapped “street-smart” federal 
judge Louis Freeh on Tuesday to lead the FBI in its fight against persis- 
itent violent crime, new challenges in counter-terrorism and the agency’s 
lown-morale problems. 

“Phe FBI must not only catch those who have committed crimes, it 
must be an important step ahead of criminals as often as possible to pre- 
vent-crime from being committed,” Freeh said. 

Freeh, a 43-year-old federal district judge from Manhattan, was 
appointed to the bench by President Bush in 1991 after five years as an 
FBI agent and a decade as a federal prosecutor. 

“He is experienced, energetic and independent,” Clinton said. “He will 
be both good and tough — good for the FBI and tough on criminals.” 
Morale at the FBI has faltered during the tortuous six-month debate 
over Sessions’ future and after the long siege in Waco, Texas, where 
dozens of cult members died in an April fire after the FBI punched holes 
in their complex and poured in tear gas. 

If confirmed by the Senate, Freeh would take charge of an agency fight- 
ing an unyielding violent crime problem and new terrorist activity on 
USS. soil. 


Higher crest expected for St. Louis 


Emergency workers with bullhorns drove through flooded south St. 
Louis urging evacuation holdouts to flee as the Mississippi River bulged 
toward a second, higher crest Tuesday and another section of levee 
weakened. 

The new crest was expected to be only about an inch higher than the 
record 46.9-foot crest Sunday night, but engineers said the danger could 
be considerably greater. 

“The levees are really taking a beating out there. If the levee’s on the 
verge of failing, an inch or two could put it over the edge,” said Tom 
Dietrich, a hydrologist with the National Weather Service in St. Louis. 
He predicted a crest Tuesday night at 47.0 feet, 17 feet above flood stage. 
Other parts of the Midwest also faced new complications in trying to 
recover from more than 1 1/2 months of record flooding. 


Russia reveals secret killing field 


BUTOVO, Russia — This hamlet on the southern fringe of Moscow 
looks. gentle. But there are those who remember when Butovo’s roads 
rumbled with prison trucks and the air rang with rifle volleys. 

The Russian Security Ministry — successor to the KGB — went public 
this month with Butovo’s secret: A so-called military firing range in town 
was really a killing field where 22,000 to 28,000 political prisoners were 
shot in 1937 and 1938 in Josef Stalin’s Great Terror. 

The victims are buried in mass graves in the 4-acre site, now an apple 
orchard and forest. They were teachers, artists, engineers, farm workers 
|and others who ran afoul of the Communist dictator. 

A few thousand were foreigners, including nine Americans. 

Lt. Col. Mikhail Kirillin, a Security Ministry officer who was assigned 
to find the graves hidden by his predecessors, said the American victims 
were mainly the U.S.-born children of Communists from Russia, Poland 
or the Baltic states who returned to Russia after the 1917 revolution. 


Scouts rescued; hunt for bodies begins 


ZION NATIONAL PARK, — Rescuers on Tuesday began the difficult 
task of plucking the bodies of two hiking group leaders from a rugged, 
narrow canyon where they had died six days before. 
Earlier in the day, six surviving hikers were rescued and five were 
taken to a St. George hospital to be treated for exposure, bruises and 
other minor injuries. All were later released. 
The two dead men, who with another adult were leading a group of five 
teen-aged Explorer Scouts in the treacherous canyon, apparently died 
within an hour of each other on July 14, said park spokesman Denny 
Davies. 
It was the first day of a planned four-day hike from Lava Point, near 
Kolob Reservoir, through the park’s Zion Narrows in southwestern Utah. 
The survivors, including the 14-year-old son of one of the victims, spent 
five nights near the creek with little equipment or food, awaiting rescue. 
A recovery team carrying scuba gear rappelled from a 1,500-foot cliff 
‘into Kolob Creek Canyon just before noon Tuesday. They hoped to recov- 
er the bodies by nightfall, Davies said. 
The party was reported missing Sunday, and the survivors were spotted 
Monday evening.

WASHINGTON — Supreme 
Court nominee Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg testified Tuesday that 
while she rose “on the shoulders” of 
women’s rights pioneers, advocacy 
is not her vision of a justice’s role. 

The place of the judiciary should 
be “third in line” behind the people 
and their elected representatives, 
she told a Senate Judiciary 
Committee at her confirmation 
hearing. 

Quoting Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, she said: “One of the most 
sacred duties of a judge is not to 
read her convictions into the 
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Constitution. I have tried, and I 
will continue to try, to follow that 
model.”

Save Utah’s billboards 


Utah’s award-winning billboard industry is famed for turning heads and attract- 
» ing attention of stagnant drivers en route to Salt Lake City. 
» Although the state’s outdoor advertising industry prides itself for receiving such 
‘ prestigious awards as the OBIE, the highest national award presented in outdoor 
‘ advertising, Salt Lake City Council is working to put an end to display of what 
+ they call colorful “clutter.” 
» _ Last week, under direction of Mayor Deedee Corradini, the council passed a 30- 
=“day moratorium banning billboard construction. Council members argue that bill- 
' boards block and hinder view of the city. 
For Provo residents, driving to Salt.Lake City has become an almost theatrical . 
. experience. The show begins at Point of the Mountain with an “Inspiring” bill- 
. board-view of.the Salt Lake Temple. Then, as the driver passes Salt Lake suburbs 
» like West Jordan, Sandy and Midvale, he or she becomes mesmerized by 
estranged advertisements that align Utah’s I-15. 
For example, a billboard for Humane Society of Utah last year read, “If the rein- 
* deer fly too low, we'll neuter them, too.” The campaign, created by Steve Cardon, 
|» Salt Lake City, won the OBIE award in the public service/traditional category. 
, _Cardon and colleague Steve Hardy also wrote and designed the “Stitch in time 
, Saves nine” billboard. The campaign was obviously designed to remind passer-bys 
» to have their pets neutered and spayed. 
. Upon arriving at the 600 South off ramp, if the driver looks fast enough, he/she 
’ will see the infamous Karl Malone biting into a temptuous piece of Hardee’s fried 
chicken and then standing in his #32 attire over a seemingly short and nervous 
U.S. postal worker (“mailman”). 

Once inside Salt Lake City bounds, life-like dinosaurs announce Hogle Zoo’s 
“Dinosaurs Alive” exhibit. The illustrations created by Randy Royter perfectly 
compliment creative copy written by Bruce Jensen of Fotheringham & Associates: 
“See something even older than your parents.” The Parasaurolophus billboard 
reads, “It took 65 million years to bring you this exhibit.” aa 

Salt Lake City Council wants to end the show. But would we be as stimulated by 
a unique view of Salt Lake City as we are by the hundreds of billboards that pre- 
vent us from seeing it? 

Salt Lake City is undoubtedly a beautiful, and “unique” (as the council described 
it in their moratorium). But Salt Lake can be seen from many places. Utah’s out- 
door advertisers should be congratulated not condemned for making a drive in the 
desert something to stay awake for. 

Council members should ease-up. 

Instead of writing moratoriums and changing zoning laws, set billboard stan- 
dards that require advertisers to give us the best. Don’t eliminate Utah’s cheapest 
source of outdoor entertainment. Some of us enjoy the unique view of Utah’s bill- 
board art. 

And if you’re worried about us falling for the advertisements ... we'll probably do 


it anyway.

Wright to attend 
summer camp; 
still unsigned

SALT LAKE CITY — Jazz draft 
pick Luther Wright is expected to 
show up for the beginning of sum- 
mer camp on Friday, although con- 
tract negotiations remain at an 
impasse. 

Jazz officials also are hopeful the 
7-foot-2, 300-pound center from 
Seton Hall, the No.18 pick in the 
draft, will play in the Rocky 
Mountain Revue — a summer pro 
league at the Delta Center. 

“We’re doing everything in our 
power to get him here for summer 
camp,” Jazz basketball operations 
director Scott Layden said Monday. 
“To me, it’s essential that he 
plays.” 

However, it is considered unlikely 
that Wright, who is represented by 
New Jersey agent Sal DeFazio, will 
participate in any organized work- 
outs unless he signs a contract 
first. 

“Luther and his agent both told 
me he’d definitely be in camp,” 
Layden said. “I hope they stick to 
their word.” 

Layden said the promise was 
made prior to the June 30 draft. 

He said if Wright does not show 
up for summer camp and the Rocky 
Mountain Revue, his value to the 
Jazz will decrease — and Utah 
might be forced to explore other 
player options.

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Hotel tax angers 
Provo innkeepers 


By TODD ANDERSEN

Parents visiting students at BYU 
and others visiting Provo will pay 
more for a hotel room, and this has 
Provo innkeepers and tax watchdog 
groups angered. 

On July 18, the Provo City 
Council adopted a 4.35 percent tax 
on hotel and motel rooms. 
According to a press release from 
the Utah Taxpayers Association, 
this tax increase will result in a 
total tax rate of 13.6 percent on 
hotel and motel rooms in Provo. 

Howard Headlee, legislative 


‘director of the Utah Taxpayers 


Association, said this is the third 
highest tax rate in the nation and 
is only behind New York City and 
Washington, D.C. 

Provo innkeepers are not happy 
with the tax increase and feel it 
will hurt the hospitality industry in 
Provo. 

“Tt is ironic that (the city council) 
is trying to raise money through 
the hotel industry in Provo, and yet 
it will lose money for the communi- 
ty,” said Reed Wright, office man- 
ager atthe ComfortInn. — . 

“The thing about it is that (the 
tax increase) only affects Provo. It 
doesn’t affect Orem. It doesn’t 
affect competitive freeway hotels 
up and down I-15. If somebody has 
to pay a 4.3 percent tax, they might 
as well stay at the freeway,”

public affairs director for the 
Benson Institute. 

The institute -hose UVRMC 
because the hospital donated its 


facilities to repair certain condi- 
tions, such as hair lips, cleft 
palates and other plastic surgeries 
which could not have been resolved 
in the patients’ own countries, 
Espinoza said. 

UVRMC assisted the institute on 
two occasions where individuals in 
developing countries could not 
receive the proper care for their 
conditions. 

One instance involved a 17-year- 
old boy in Guatemala who was 
born without an ear. His condition 
could not be repaired by numerous 
operations in his country. UVRMC 
and Dr. Blayne Hirshe, a plastic 
surgeon, repaired his ear through a 
series of three operations over the 
course of a year. 

UVRMC and Dr. David Dingman 
also repaired the cleft palate and 
hair lip of another 17-year-old 
Guatemalan boy. 

The Benson Institute approached 
the hospital with the two situations 
and the hospital readily agreed to 
help with the treatment. 

In one case the Benson Institute 
provided everything for the patient 
and in the other the institute pro- 
vided lodging and meals while the 
family supplied the plane ticket. 

In addition to the operations, two 
members of the hospital staff, 
Mark and Debbie Bracken, com- 
pleted an assignment in 
Guatemala.

Utah laws governing public 
access to government meetings 
have recently fallen under the 
scrutiny of members of the media 
and other interest groups who do 
not like the way the laws are 
written. 

Those criticizing the Utah Open 
Meeting Laws argue that they 
are too general in their interpre- 
tation of the definition of an open 
meeting. 

“A year ago we started negotia- 
tions with different groups to try 
and revise the meeting laws,” 
said Joel Campbell, Deseret 
News reporter, who added that 
his initial efforts were unsuccess- 
ful. 

With input from various inter- 
est groups, the League of Cities 
and Towns, Utah media organi- 
zations and other associations, 
Utah State House Majority 
Leader Marty Stephens, R-Farr 
West, is working on drawing up a 
bill to cover the various revisions 
that are called for, Campbell 
said. 

One group was formed with 
representatives from the various 
Utah media organizations which 
Campbell was chosen to repre- 
sent. Campbell is also an official 
of the Utah Chapter of the 
Society of Professional 
Journalists. 

“There are three major prob- 


lems we see,” Campbell said. 

One of those problems is the 
notification of meetings, he said. 
An organization need only post a 
copy of the meeting’s agenda out- 
side its meeting place and send 
another copy to one media repre- 
sentative. 

This creates problems for other 
media groups who try to get 
information, he said. 

The definitions of exemptions 
also raise concerns. 

“They are interpreted too 
broadly,” Campbell said. “They 
need more careful wording.” 

Because people now interpret 
the law in different ways to make 
it work for them, there needs to 
be one standard, he said. 

The third problem, Campbell 
said, concerns the enforcement of 
the law. Though enforcement is 
written into the law, no real pun- 
ishment or consequences are 
enumerated, he said. 

Utah’s open meetings laws are 
weak compared to those of other 
states, Campbell said. 

Campbell and Stephens aren’t 
the only ones involved in the 
effort to make revisions to the 
law. 

“We have the people there to 
push the (bill) through,” said 
Republican Sen. Lyle Hillyard 
from Utah’s District 25. 

Stephens said he was confident 
a compromise beneficial to all 
parties will be reached. 


Missappropriated $50,000 leads 
to Provo employee's dismissal

PROVO. — A Department of Human Services 
employee has been dismissed amid allegations she 
misappropriated up to $50,000 intended for counsel- 
ing services. 

The employee has not been identified because Utah 
County officials have not yet filed charges. 

The missing money was discovered during a routine 
audit of an organization that contracts the state to 
provide treatment services, said Jack Green of the 
office of Liability Management in Human Services: 

He declined to identify the organization since it was 
not suspected of wrongdoing. 

Programs that contract with Human Services are 
required to hire independent accountants to check 
bookkeeping records. In this case, the accountant dis-

covered a discrepancy between the amount of money 
the state allegedly paid to the program and the 
amount billed and received by it. 

Three checks had not been received by the treatment 
provider, Green said. Instead, the Human Services 
employee is suspected of fabricating documents in the 
name of the service provider and arranging for the 
checks to come to her. 

The provider had no way of knowing because it 
didn’t bill for the services and didn’t receive the 
checks. 

Utah County officials also are investigating the pos- 
sibility that the employee “fabricated a provider” and 
wrote bogus contracts, Green said. 

“There’s a little less chance that would have been 
caught” because a company that didn’t exist would not 
order an audit, he said.
